UNITED  STATES  LARGE  COPPER  CENTS 

No  series  of  our  National  Coinage  provides  such 
a fascinating  interest  as  does  the  large  copper  cents. 
Not  only  were  these  the  first  coins  issued  by  the  mint 
at  Philadelphia,  but  much  of  the  early  history  of  our 
country  is  also  linked  with  the  various  dates  and 
designs  employed  in  the  striking  of  these  interesting 
coins. 

No  other  series  of  our  coinage  provides  so  many 
varieties  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  numismatist.  Un- 
like the  other  denominations  which  were  struck  in 
harder  metals,  the  cents  were  struck  in  pure  copper 
and  consequently  were  more  easily  damaged  by  circu- 
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lation.  Therefore  to  find  absolutely  perfect  speci- 
mens of  the  early  issues  is  almost  impossible  and 
choice  examples  are  seldom  offered. 

However,  in  this  offering,  we  have  been  most 
fortunate  in  securing  a collection  of  rare  and  desir- 
able cents,  many  of  which  are  outstanding  including 
15  different  varieties  of  1793,  44  varieties  of  1794,  31 
dated  1798,  two  of  1799,  several  of  1801-1802-1803 
to  1814  inclusive.
